GENUINE FILM OF THE ROSWELL UFO CRASH? The Roswell incident of June 1947 is 
a UFO story that will just not go away. For some time now, there have been 
rumours that a businessman, Ray Santilli, had obtained ACTUAL FILM FOOTAGE 
of the of the UFO crash site. Now Philip Mantle of BUFORA confirms that such 
film footage, supposedly taken just after the crash, does indeed exist, having 
seen a segment: of it liimseJ I. This segment of film is called "the field 
examination" and allegedly depicts a dead alien being examined on-site of 
the crash in a hut or cabin-type construction. The alien lies partially covered 
with its head, arms and feet clearly visible. There appear to be two men exam¬ 
ining the creature with a man in a dark coat with his back to the camera. 

There is no sound or close ups on this segment. This film was shot on 14 reels 
and copied by a former US military cameraman. 

This film will be premiered by Ray Santilli at the two day BUFORA UFO 
Congress to be held in Sheffield on the 19th and 20th August this year. A 









BBC film documentary on Roswell will follow later that month. There will now 
be a great deal of analysis carried out by film experts to either authenticate 
it or expose it as a hoax. There has been media coverage from around the world 
relating to this footage, the implications of which are enormous. However, 
for the time being it is probably better not to speculate too much, until 
the proper scientific evaluation has been carried out by photographic experts.

FASTER THAN LIGHT TRAVEL A recent article in New Scientist (No.1971, 1st 
April 1995) by Julian Brown presented some evidence that even light can 
sometimes travel faster that light! It seems that particles and photons of 
light can sometimes tunnel through obstacles using quantum mechanics, and 
emerge from the far side of the obstacle in less time than it would have taken 
light to travel that distance. The phenomenon may be real, but researchers 
are unsure yet whether a signal (i.e. useful information) can possibly be 
transmitted at superluminal velocity. Unfortu nately, this phenomenon is 
incapable of sending ordinary sized objects at faster than light speeds. 

Readers may recall that the last edition of Strange Days included an article 
on faster than light travel, using spacetime distortions and general relativity 
to achieve the effect. - D.N. 

STRANGE ENCOUNTERS FROM THE NORTH LAST by Gloria Dixon. 

A Durham "Gob 1in"? 

Witness: Diana Logan (pseudonym); 

Place: A690, near Brancepeth Village, County Durham; 

Date: 2nd January 1995. 

Diana Logan’s sister contacted BUFORA on the 4th of January and I contact¬ 
ed her that evening, when she described to me the events of the morning of 
2nd January. Diana told me that she had observed what she could only describe 
as a "goblin" type creature on the grass verge of the A690, on her way to 
work. She contacted the Durham police, who felt that she needed to speak to 
a wildlife expert [!]. However, Diana was adamant that she did not observe 
an animal, but some kind of life form that she did not understand. The police 








eventually put someone on the phone who, after listening to the events she 

experienced, put her in touch with BUFORA. 

Dave Newton and myself visited Diana at her home near Crook in County 
Durham on Saturday 7th January. Her husband, sister and daughter were present 
during our discussion. They have a large detached home overlooking the country¬ 
side Itak W husband built himself. Diana is thirty nine years of age and 

we found her to be a very down to earth lady, with no particular interest 
in UFOs or other related phenomena. Diana's husband, however, has always been 
interested in unusual phenomena, and likes to watch programmes covering this 
subject. Diana's sister has had some experiences that appear to be of a para¬ 
normal nature. Diana's daughter is seventeen years of age and appeared to 
be curious about what her mother had seen. They all supported Diana's 

experience, in that they confirmed that "if that is what she said she saw, 

then that is exactly what she saw, as she is not prone to fantasy". They are 
puzzled that she did not tell any of them about this encounter until the 
following evening, which they stated in the interview is very contradictory 

to the open nature of her character normally. 

Diana and her sister took Dave Newton and myself with them in the car 

Diana was driving on the morning of the encounter to the area of the A690 
where she claims to have observed this small being. We pulled alongside the 
part of the road where bhe had made the observation. There is a grass verge 
with a slight incline, which then levels out to a fence lining the area beyond 
of fields and countryside. This is how Diana observed this creature walking 
towards her on the grass verge and then walking sideways up the incline of 

the grass verge towards the fence at the top. Certainly, looking out of her 
passenger window and pulling alongside, she would have been very close to 
it. Diana describes the events of that morning in the following way: 

"Well, I got up as usual to go to work, and I always check the time 
because I start work at half past seven [a.m.], and I left the house 

at five past seven, and it would be approximately at ten past seven, 

I was proceeding along the A690 towards Durham, where I work. Brancepeth 
Castle is on the right hand side, and just past the castle on the left 
hand side the road tends to get wider...it's not a dual carriageway, 

but it's a quicker road than through the village [Brancepeth]. Through 
the front windscreen of my car I saw this small object moving in a puppet¬ 
like action. I slowed right down alongside it and looked out of the left 
hand passenger window, and saw what appeared to be a little man walking... 
about less than table height...two foot something, I would estimate at. 
As I slowed alongside it, I was quite amazed and tried to take it all 

in, and I was amused as well. At first I thought someone was playing 

a trick with a remote control. It was quite dark, but I could see it 
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from the front windscreen and I slowed right down alongside it. I caught 
it in my lights. The dashboard and everything lit up the car on the 

inside. I could see it from the side view as well, when I pulled alongside 
it. I would estimate it to be about two yards away...well two and a half., 
something like that. I slowed right down to observe it... virtually to 
a standstill, so I was in first gear, and I watched in amazement as it 
was walking. I was more amused with its puppet like movement, and I took 
particular notice of the detail of its head, and the shape of its body. 
The head was not pointed at the top, but fairly oval, and the chin was 
like slightly pointed and I could see like an almond shaped eye. It was 
like a side view, as it was walking, and I sort of just looked at it, 
but it didn’t look at me. I was alongside it, and it was to my side, 

and I was looking out the window at this side, and it sort of kept on 

walking, but I could see like an almond shaped eye at the side of its 

head." 

At this point we interjected to ask Diana exactly what she meant by an almond 

shaped eye. She explained this as follows: 

"My daughters’ eyes are sort of almond shaped, but bigger and more 
distinct than hers...quite a bit more distinct. I didn't see any other 
features on this character, just mainly this eye and its movement." 

I asked her why she was amused rather than shocked or frightened: 

"No, it was bloody unbelievable... you don’t see anything like this! It 
was yellow in colour, not bright yellow, it was like a mid yellow, and 
it wasn’t a shiny finish...mustardy, and dull...and it was quite slim 

in build, but I would think it would be in proportion with its body, 

because with it being so small, it wasn't like thick set, it was slimly 
built. That’s all I can really remember about it. It didn’t have any 
feet or hands that I noticed, and it was walking with a sort of puppet¬ 
like action. It was like its hands were coming up and it was sort of 
doing this [Diana then showed us the walking movement of this creature, 
which looked very similar to a puppet on strings]. 

I watched it for a while until it walked on a bit further, then I started 
to pull away with the car. As I pulled away, I got a few yards and 

I stopped the car, and I was going to put it into reverse gear. I looked 
in my mirror and there were no cars or anything behind me and then I 

decided better of it and I thought no, I'll carry on and I'll go to work." 

We asked Diana why, after what she had see, she wasn’t more curious to maybe 

get out of her car. She said 

"I don't know, I can't explain that. The only thing I could think was 

that it was a leprechaun. My perception of this little man, was a lepre- 
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chaun, and it was a real live one, and it was a little man, and that's 
all there was to it." 

We then asked her whether it was 
possible that she was observing a 
child: 

"The police asked me that when I spoke 
to them, are you sure it wasn't a 
small child? It was because of the 
proportion of it and the build, and 
because I've worked with children... 

It didn't even resemble a child." 

We asked her why she felt she was 
looking at a man: 

"That was my perception of it. You 
know like you see a diving suit...and 
it looked all in one like that. You 
could see the shape of it...its arms 
and legs and the movement, but it 
looked all like the same colour. I don't know, I just referred to it as a man." 

We then asked Diana whether she noticed the colour of its face: 

"It was all the same colour, except for the distinction of the almond 
shaped eye, which looked darker, it just looked like black, dark compared 
to the rest." 

We asked her how she felt about what she had seen: 

"To tell you [the] truth I havn't thought that much more about it, since 
the f amily,. . . they' re like curious, and they keep asking, but I'm not 
interested to even bother about it now. I don't want other people 

to know about il and I wouldn't talk Lo other people or anything." 

We were most interested to know why Diana, after having seen . something so 

strange, did not think much more about it until the following evening. She 
told us that she couldn't understand that herself: 

Well, I'm not really into fantasy and unbelievable things. I generally 
just read true stories and things, and it was too unbelievable." 
CONCLUSIONS . 

I have spoken with Diana several times by telephone, as well as speaking to 
her at her home near Crook. She is absolutely adamant that she saw the creature 
she describes as a "leprechaun", and frankly I can see no reason at all for 

her to be inventing n story of this nature. She does not want any publicity 

at all, and does not wish her name to be used in any documentation of this 
encounter. In addition Diana has* no interest in UFOs/related phenomena and 








the impression that she gave both Dave Newton and myself was that she was 
an extremely pragmatic lady. She certainly gave no indication at all of being 
fantasy prone or capable of hoaxing a story such as this. 

I have to say that I did find it puzzling and also intriguing that 
Diana did not tell anyone about the strange creature she had seen until the 
evening of the following day. The combination of this, and the fact that she 
drove away from the creature and then decided not to reverse back after it, 
seems to be extremely significant. Diana stressed how unusual it was that 

she never mentioned this to her family or anyone else until the following 
day, especially since it was such an unusual experience. 

I contacted the Durham Police about this sighting, which was a 
difficult one to say the least! According to their computer there were no 
other reports of a sighting of- this nature, but they did promise that they 
would get in touch should there be anything like this reported to them in 
the future. I have also spoken of this sighting on a regional news programme 
and documented it in a local newspaper. Unfortunately this has not brought 
forth any further information. 

I believe that this area has had some unusual sightings of strange 
creatures, and one that comes to mind would be the Fencehouses incident in 
1976 when two women walking near to their homes saw a small oval object and 
two small beings with large round eyes and white hair. I believe this was 

investigated by Jenny Randles and has been documented in several of her books. 
Of course, the Ilkley Moor entity is significant in relation to this case 

if indeed there is no hoax involved, and possibly the Redcar case of George 

and Amanda Phillips where they also observed small childlike creatures in 
a "dream" type experience. 

It is the opinion of both investigators that Diana Logan saw a very 
unusual creature at the side of the road on the 2nd of January. We feel, most 
strongly, that she has related to us precisely what she felt she saw. 

Dave Newton comments: There is little doubt in my mind that Diana believes 
that she saw this strange little creature by the roadside - this is not a 
hoax. So: What did she see, and what, really happened to her? Was it a dream, 
perhaps, intruding into her waking state? It was very early on a cold, dark 
new years morning. Remember, her husband is a firm believer in such things, 
and perhaps this influenced her subconscious mind. 

On the other hand, if you are going to hallucinate a leprechaun or a goblin, 
why dream up such an un-leprechaun like figure? No hair, ears, or strange 
clothing. The only noticable feature was the big, dark almond shaped eye that 
she saw as the figure walked past the car. It sounds a little like something 
else we have heard a lot about in the past few years...

Witness: Julia Daniels (pseudonym); 

Place: Various, currently lives near Stockton, Cleveland. 

AN INIT IAL SYNOPSIS OF THE CASE: 

Julia Daniels contacted me in February after listening to an item 
on the UFO phenomenon on Radio Cleveland, where I related some inexplicable 
cases from the Cleveland area. Julia's case involves a lifetime of bizarre 
events, incorporating experiences of a paranormal nature, Men In Black, strange 
mists, psychokinesis, and extreme heat emanating from Julia herself. I will 
summarise her story in this issue of Strange Daze, and up date it as and when 
I can, as this case will require extensive investigation and research in order 
to begin to understand it. 

Dave Newton and myself went to see Julia on the 25th February 1995, 
where we spent several hours with Julia, her husband Bryan and her uncle, 
Steven. 

Julia is 44 years of age, and very unfortunately has Behcet's disease 
which she developed in her twenties. This disease is rare in the Western world, 
but much more common in the Far East. Behcet's disease affects the body's 
nervous system. The blood vessels supplying the central nervous system become 
inflamed resulting in many complex problems. Julia has been extremely ill 
with this disease on and off for many years. She is a highly intelligent and 
courageous lady with an extremely positive attitude about her illness. Bryan 
her husband is a teacher, and her uncle Steven lives with them both. 

Julia told us about the unusual events surrounding her life from 
birth. It appears that this phenomenon goes back two generations in the family 
on her mother's side to her great grandfather. They were originally from 
Sterling in Scotland, and her grandfather and family were fishermen, owning 
a fishing fleet, and several also had careers in the Navy. Julia told us that 
the family tree can actually be traced back to China. Julia's mother was very 
aware of the unusually strange events surrounding her family, and because 
of that tried to keep Julia unusually close to her, indicating that there 
were strange men who might take her away. She told Julia the story of when 
Julia was born, and two unusual men came to her home where they wanted to 
take Julia away and asked, "Is the girl child okay?". Julia's mother was 
frightened and managed to get rid of them. She described them as oriental 
looking with strange slanted eyes, orange in colour, and she felt that their 
voices were artificial. They were dressed in dark suits and had a sallow skin. 
These MIB type encounters went on sporadically until Julia was in her late 
teens. They involved Men In Black, and black cars , with an intent to take 
her away. On two occasions it seems they were witnessed by other people, one 
of whom Julia was working for, and at the time he expressed to Julia that 
these two men "did not appear to be human". There were apparently other 
occasions when she was approached by normal looking people, who would come

up to her in the street and say, "Do you know who you are, or where you really 
come from? You are different." 

Apparently, animals would get upset around Julia when she was younger 
and things would move around sometimes when she was in a room. This would 
terrify her mother, who apparently knew a great deal about this phenomenon 
but would not tell Julia. Julia would also have premonitions about future 
events and she feels, very strongly, that this phenomenon is extremely hostile 
and is trying to wipe out her family. There are two specific reasons for this, 
the first one being the nature of the illness she has, and secondly, the fact 
that she feels "they" have not allowed her to have children, which has saddened 
her a great deal. This phenomenon has also affected her Uncle Steven. He has 
had several events that appear to be of a hostile nature, one in which he 
and his father (Julia’s grandfather) were somehow pushed by unseen forces 
under a truck. His father was badly injured, but he managed to save Steven. 
He has also had paranormal experiences, and when he was a child he described 
(and drew - see overleaf) something he saw peering through the window. It 
looks very unpleasant indeed, quite demonic, but I do not wish to categorise 
these events. 

Julia has been married twice. She still retains a good relationship 
with her first husband, who now lives in the London area. Because of this 
I was able to contact him to confirm some of the strange events surrounding 
Julia. He confirmed that they were married in 1976 and he went on to answer 
my questions about odd and unusual incidents during the time that they were 
married. These involved sudden drops of temperature on occasions in their 
home, when the central heating would be in full force. It would suddenly be 
icy cold for no apparent reason, as the radiators were still hot, etc. He 
also encountered two incidents where he saw a strange mist, one time right 
outside the door of their house in daylight, as they were about to go in. 
He described a shape In this particular mist, which hovered right outside 
their front door on a clear day. When he got up to the front door, it just 
vanished. However, upon entering the house ahead of Julia, he felt this extreme 
coldness everywhere*. Julia’s reaction to these particular events was, "they 
have been here". He also told me how how it would be difficult to sit next 
to Julia at times, because of the enormous amount of heat emanating from her. 
Bryan, her second husband, also confirms that he finds it difficult to sit 
next next to Julia sometimes. 

A somewhat chilling footnote to my conversation with Julia's first 
husband is that he told me that in 1990, shortly after Julia had married Bryan, 
he received a phone call from someone who did not identify themselves, but 
said, "She's changed her name. Where is she? She can't hide from us, we'll 
find her." After asking who this was, the caller hung up. 

Bryan told us that there are times that he feels what he describes 
as a "very dense atmosphere" in their home, and on occasion says that he has 
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the impression of shapes moving, out of the corner of his eye. I have no doubt 
that Bryan feels that his wife is experiencing a very real phenomenon, as 
does her first husband, who told me that he felt extremely sorry for Julia 
and the events that seem to plague her life. 

I shall cover this case in more depth in a later issue of Strange 
Daze, when Dave and I have a chance to talk with more of Julia's family in 
Scotland and obtain further confirmation of these alarming events. 

UFOs, UFOLOGY AND SCIENCE . by D.A. Newton. 

UFOlogy is a funny subject. It is populated with strange people, who 
believe strange theories, who investigate other strange people who claim to 
have seen strange things. Not just UFOs, but a whole range of other paranormal 
phanomena. Often, a UFOlogist will get involved because the witness who has 
experienced a paranormal event will not know who else to get in touch with. 
At least, with a UFOlogist, you can tell your tale to someone used to hearing 
about "impossible" events. (This, I believe, is a good thing; After a period 
of time investigating cases, it becomes clear that UFO encounters are 
associated with paranormal events such as poltergeists, electrical interference 
and precognitive dreams. A UFOlogist should be aware of the different areas 
of the paranormal and even be prepared to encounter murky subjects like magick) 

It is a great pity that UFOigy still has, to a certain extent, an image 
of being a "crank" subject. The majority of witnesses are sane, sober and 
intelligent people, as are most investigators. Of course, there are some 
eccentrics in this subject, paranoids who see aliens and government officials 
at every turn. But hey, just because you're paranoid doesn't mean they're 
not out to get you, right? Maybe. Is believing in aliens any wilder than 
believing that Jesus Christ was the Son of God and died for our sins? Normality 
is what you are used to. With the media attention that UFOs attract, UFOlogists 
have to present a sane and sober image if they hope to be taken seriously. 
If you want to meet some really weird people, take a visit around your nearest 
university and meet some of the academic staff. Nowhere else is the fine line 
between genius and fruitcake more exposed.

Is UFOlog y a science ? This is not an easy question to answer. One often hears 
phrases like "...a scientific study of..." or "the latest scientific report 
on...". Science and technology play an immensely important part of our lives 
in the Western world. Scientists, not surprisingly, are generally seen to 
be authority figures, who can be relied upon to give correct answers and solve 
our problems. Science and technology also cause problems (global warming, 
pollution, ozone destruction, etc) which have come to the fore over the last 
couple of decades; but scientists are still powerful people. "A scientific 
evaluation of..." has a ring of authority and infallibility about it. It should 










come as no surprise then thal the "scientific:" label is applied liberally 
by various groups who wish to give their subject (UFOlogy, parapsychology, 
astrology, politics, etc) a little extra authority. And why not? What is 
science? How does it operate? How can we define a scientific subject? These 
are questions to which the answers are not quite as obvious as you may first 
think. Before we can answer whether or not UFOlogy is a science, we need to 
delve into the philosophy of science and see what makes a scientific subject 
'special’. 

The philosopher Karl Popper studied the scientific method in great detail, 
and some of his conclusions can be found in his influential work, "Conjectures 
and Refutations". The popular view of scientific knowledge is that it is proven 
knowledge, derived from observation and experiment, and that it is true and 
reliable. This belief is known as naive inductivism. Popper disagreed with 
this view; Experiments and observations are always made with reference to 
some theory. The theory comes first, and dictates what the experimenters will 
look for. Popper took the f alsif icationist view of science - new theories 
are produced to explain certain phenomena that previous theories could not. 
These theories must then be tested by observation and experiment. If observ¬ 
ations are made that refute the theory under test, it has been falsified , 
and that theory can be rejected. In the falsificationist view, theories can 
never be proved correct by experiment (mistakes or coincidences may be respons¬ 
ible for a compatible result); theories can only be falsified by observations. 
For a theory to be scientific, it needs to be falsifiable, i.e. there could 
exist observations that would refute the theory. It is only by ruling out 
a set of possible observations that a theory is useful to us. A good scient¬ 
ific theory is one that is highly falsifiable - the more predictions it makes, 
the more chance there is that it can be tested and rejected. General Relativity 
is a good example. Einstein's theory explained previously inexplicable observ¬ 
ations, and predicted many things that are still being tested. There are alter¬ 
natives to Einstein’s relativity, but so far none of them have been so success¬ 
ful. 

There are problems with falsificationism. To start with, observations 
are not infallible. If a theory and an observation clash, the observation 
may be at fault. Consequently, it is never possible to conclusively falsify 
a theory. Given the complexity of most test situations, the supporters of 
a theory can always rescue it -from falsification by blaming the test cond¬ 
itions. Scientific theories can never be proved right or wrong - they just 
become more or less likely as more experiments are done. 

Thomas Kuhn was a physicist who became interested in the history of 
science. Kuhn found that inductivist and falsificationist views of science 
were inadequate, and he formulated a different model of how science operates. 
His theory of the way a science progresses can be written as an open ended 




sequence: 



pre-science —> normal science —^ crisis 

revolution 

There is much disorganised and diverse activity before a science is born. 
The many different theories and ideas eventually get weeded out until one 
main core theory, a paradigm, becomes predominant. At this point, the pre¬ 
science has become a normal science. Scientists do experiments and research 
on one particular aspect of that paradigm. Eventually, enough observations 
may have accumulated for the scientists to question the validity of the central 
paradigm and a crisis develops. There follows a period of revolution when 
a new central paradigm is developed, and a new normal science develops. 

A "normal scicMiUst" should be uncritical of the central paradigm. In 
a normal, mature science there are very few disagreements over fundamentals, 
only over small details relating to the paradigm. This distinguishes a normal 
science from the disorganisation and fundamental disagreements of a pre¬ 
science. In a pre-science, there will be nearly as many theories as researchers 
and this prevents detailed research into any one of them. 

Another philosopher of science, Imre Lakatos, has developed a different 
"methodology of scientific research programmes", which can be seen as an 
extension of Karl Popper's falsificationism. It also includes some elements 
of Kuhn's theory. In Lakatos's scheme, a scientific research programme should, 
firstly, have a degree of coherence whereby it can decide upon future areas 
of research. Secondly, the programme should lead to the discovery of novel 
phenomena. (Thus, Marxism and Freudian psychology are not sciences, because 
they fail to meet the first criterion, and sociology is not a science because 
it fails to meet the second.) 

In Kuhn's scheme, the most important distinction between a science and 
a non-science is the ability of the subject to support "normal science". 
Needless to say, there are problems with both models of science. Much more 
could be written on this subject, but we will leave it here. 

Let us compare the UFO 1ogica1 community with these various models of 
science and see how il measures up. If we compare UFOlogy to Kuhn's model, 
clearly we see that UFOlogy is not a science. First of all, there is no 
governing paradigm. There are psychological, sociological, geological, 
paranormal, religious and extraterrestrial hypotheses all in competition with 
each other. This lack of coherence prevents serious, in depth research from 
being coordinated. Thus, UFOlogy also fails Lakatos's first criterion for 
a subject to be scientific. UFOlogy may possibly be described by Kuhn's term 
"pre-science", if indeed UFOs can be studied in a scientific manner. 





At the heart of science is experimentation. As mentioned previously, 
good scientific theories must be highly falsifiable i.e. they must make 
predictions that can be tested by experiment and observation. These experiments 
must be repeatable, the results must be obtainable by different researchers 
using the same method and apparatus. Different researchers may, of course, 
interpret the results differently, but the same experimental results should 
be obtainable by different researchers. In an experiment, the phenomenon under 
investigation is isolated from outside influences, and all the variables should 
be controlled and monitored as closely as possible. 

The trouble with UFOs is that they are rare. Very few people are fortunate 
enough to observe a genuine, high quality, unidentifiable UFO more than once. 
I should know; being an astronomer, I have logged many hours out in the open 
countryside, looking up at the sky. I have seen stars, planets, moons, clouds, 
galaxies, satellites, aeroplanes, helicopters, meteors, birds and bats. But 
never a flying saucer. Why not? Because this phenomenon is rare . But with 
60+ million pairs of eyes in this country, some people manage to spot the 
elusive beasts, and some of them even get reported to UFOlogists. 

This presents the major obstacle to the scientific treatment of UFOs. 
UFOlogists have no access to UFOs. UFOlogists cannot get a UFO in a laboratory 
and perform tests on it. UFOlogists rely almost 100% on (mostly untrained) 
witnesses, who report what they have experienced. It should be recognised 
that UFOlogists do not study UFOs. They study reports of UFOs and try to build 
up a picture of the phenomenon that way. Is it any surprise then that without 
direct access to the phenomenon, there arc so many different theories and 
so little progress? The scientific method is not applicable to UFO study. 
UFOlogy has much more in common with criminal investigations, where the scient¬ 
ific method sometimes comes in useful, for example in the analysis of soil 
samples and photographic evidence. 

And while I have got the typewriter out, hero is something else I would like 
to have a rant about. 

Ninety Plus Percent. 

It is often claimed by UFOlogists that "...ninety percent or more of 
UFO reports are misperceptions of mundane objects" or some similar statement. 
I dislike these statements. To be more accurate, what researchers should be 
saying is something like "...in my experience"/"...studies have shown that 
90 or more percent of UFO sightings are explicable as hoaxes or misperceptions 
to a reasonable degree of certainty".And even now, I'm still uncomfortable 
with it. It is only very rarely that a UFOlogist is able to share in a UFO 
sighting. The report reaches the UFOlogist sometime after the event, and he 
or she then has to chase around trying to identify the object. When aeroplanes, 
balloons, planets, reflections and other explanations have been exhausted 







we are left with a "genuine" UFO. But what if the object in the report does 
coincide with a passing aeroplane or the planet Venus? Can you be sure that 
the witness misidentified that object? Is it possible that your explanation 
was there as well, but that the witness was so gobsmacked by the sight of 

the UFO that he or she didn't even notice it? The bottom line is this: The 

UFOlogist was not there at the time, and cannot know for sure what the witness 
actually experienced. 

Undoubtedly a lot of UFO reports are misidentifications. For example, 

few people are aware that the planet Venus is bright enough to cast shadows. 
But ninety percent or more? Possibly the first time that figure was mooted 
was in connection with the findings of Project Blue Book. Between 1947 and 

1969, the U.S. Air Force collected and studied 12,618 cases, of which 701, 
about five and a half percent, were classified as "unknown". But were 94.5% 
of the cases really solved? "Probables" and "insufficient data" cases were 
counted as being solved. In fact, the true figure of unsolved cases is 
significantly higher than 5^% • 

What kind of message is our "...ninety plus percent..." statement sending 
out to the public? Think about what it is saying: Ninety percent or more of 
people who report UFOs are either liars, stupid, drunk, drugged or prone to 
hallucinations. This is hardly flattering, and I do not think it encourages 
people to come forwards with their sightings. What it does do is give the 
sceptics ammunition to use in their case that UFOs do not exist. If 95% of 
reports are misperceptions, perhaps the other 5% are if you search a bit 
harder. 

It also puts a pressure on UFOlogists. If you are not solving 90% or 
more of your cases, well... you're not a very good UFOlogist, are you? 

Let's be honest. Given the pressures of time and the number of reports 
to get through, how many UFOlogists can honestly say they test every single 
possibility with every single report? It isn't possible. In most cases, a 
probable explanation is the best that can be achieved, which is less than 
100% certainty. 

Why don't we just forget the silly statistics, and concentrate on high quality 
reports where our time is better spent - even if it does mean consigning some 
other reports to the "possible" file, rather than the "solved".

UFOs: Prehistoric Ori gin? by W. A. Joughin . 

It would take a major catastrophe of unparalleled, proportions to cause 
the Earth’s environment to change in such a way that life forms that had been 
successful for millions of years came to a quick end. We know this happened 
to the dinosaurs, but could it also have ended an advanced form of civiliz¬ 
ation? 

If it did happen, it would take a long time to bring the population back 
to a self sustaining size. The major upheavals that have occurred in the last 
66 million years, such as the formation of mountain ranges, the tectonic 

separation of continents, several ice age periods, are all against the 
conditions ideal for increasing the species. 

Several hoofed mammals have been successful in increasing their population 
during this period however: rhinoceros, hippopotamus, horses, pigs, goats, 
deer, etc. all date back over 57 million years. The oldest remains of man 

is the hominid jaw of the species Homo Erectus found in the Caucasus, which 
is an estimated 1.8 million years old; although there are differences between 
homo-erectus and ourselves, we are closely related. As the anti-Darwinists 
claim , no evidence of one species turning into another has ever been found. 

An ancient civilization that was much more advanced than ourselves, living 
on Earth 66 million years ago, would certainly have calculated the outcome 
of a large asteroid colliding with Earth and plotted its path, its E.T.A. 

(estimated time of arrival] and its effect on themselves. If they knew the 
devastation the collision would cause, such as tidal waves and dust clouds 
that would last for a period long enough to almost completely annihilate the 
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population, they would surely make plans for the continuation of the species. 
To speculate what would have happened next can be left to your own imagination. 
My own thoughts are as follows. 

Sufficient personal transporters (flying saucers) would be made available, 
to carry on computer discs a history of events and achievements of their race. 
As every family probably owned two vessels, the procurement of 50,000,000 
should not cause many problems. Each vessel can be launched into permanent 
orbit around the Earth at preset coordinates, or recalled by the owner at 
will using his handset controls. Each vessel in the fleet of 50,000,000 would 
be programmed to return at regular intervals in an attempt to contact a future 
race of people. If they were not sufficiently advanced to understand the 
flashing signals the vessel made to land the craft, the information they 
contained would remain a secret. 

They predicted many changes on Earth during the next few million years 
and allowed 75% losses of the personal transporters during this time. With 
the destruction of all their technological equipment, all survivors would 
be back to basics, and man would become vulnerable to all flesh eating animals, 
viral infections, etc. and the mortality rate would increase rapidly. They 
thought a 10,000,000 year delay was necessary before the first vessels made 
their appearance back on Earth. At the rate of fifty appearances a year there 
should be sufficient craft to last 75,000,000 years. 

If this account of events contains any truth, and in my opinion it is 
probably more feasable than little green men from another solar system, the 
following points need to be answered. 

The propulsion system must be powered from a permanent source such as 
the Sun. 

Will the control systems be altered with polarity reversals and polar 
changes on Earth? 

Can technology on control equipment produce a system to operate and softly 
land a flying saucer, their .system unknown and so evidently more advanced 
than ours? 

Does each craft sense the presence of another craft at set distances 
and veer away at speed to avoid accidents? 

If and when we manage to examine the contents of a flying saucer will 
we be able to understand the language? If we can, the answers to many mysteries 
may be solved, such as the presence of so many types of features, colours 
and physiques of the population. Was this a feature of genetic engineering 
all those years ago for something as simple as identity of area of birth? 

Etc., etc. 

Editor's Comment: I wrote to the author, suggesting three problems that he 
might like to tackle with respect to his theory. In brief, they were: 

1. It is quite feasable that an advanced reptilian based lifeform evolved 





before the last great extinction, although a mammalian based civilization 
is less likely. If so, why do we see so little fossil evidence for an ancient 
civilization? So far, there are only a few anomalous items which hint at such 
an ancient race, e.g. the nail embedded in a piece of coal, and the fossilized 
footprint (that looks very human), crushing a trilobite! 

2. We have massive telescopes pointing out into space, searching for and 
investigating faint objects millions of light years away. If there at'X 
millions of these personal transporters hanging around, why can’t we see them? 

3. If these personal transporters are unmanned, can this theory explain 
the humanoids seen sometimes with landed UFOs, and can it relate to the 
abduction phenomenon? 

The author responds: There are many ways to bury the dead, cremation is 
certainly one way that will leave no trace. As you point out, rust and erosion 
over a very long period would take care of steel and concrete. On top of that, 
the formation of the mountain ranges and glaciers would also contribute to 
the lack of visual evidence of ancient buildings. 

Where could UFOs be hidden in space? One place that comes to mind is 
the hidden side of the moon. If we assume that every family had UFOs as trans¬ 
porters, there would be no roads or parking problems if they were parked away 
from the surface of the Earth. Another possible hiding place is on the bed 
of the ocean, this is a very safe haven with only the enormous pressure to 
worry about. 

[Regarding extraterrestrials] The only thing I have trouble accepting 
is after travelling vast distances to see us they are so half hearted in 
letting us know about themselves, hence the thoughts on places nearer home.

Roswell: The P ros A n ^„P°_ ns by Craig Carl Jackson. 

1994 was an amazing year for the Roswell UFO case; a T.V. movie, government 
documents and a brand-new book: "The Truth about the UFO Crash at Roswell" 
all appeared last year. Has all this resulted in a conclusive answer to this 
remarkable incident? Well, once again something that seems to be cut and dried 
ends up in ambiguity. 

With the recently released government papers (which described the wreckage 
as being from a top secret spy balloon) none of the pieces have been released 
to researchers for study. Why? Forty seven years later this should have been 
public knowledge. Another witness has recently come forwards regarding Roswell. 
He claims to own a piece of the wreckage, which he picked up whilst in service 
at the Roswell base, but it seems that he can’t find it at present and only 
a photograph of the alleged artifact exists. This picture has been given to 
UFO researchers to evaluate. 

In my own research I have noticed a resemblance between the Roswell 







hieroglyphics and Northumbrian cup and ring markings which appear on rocks 
and other formations in this area.

Direct alarm systems for people having repeated Abduction Experiences. 

Editor's comment: This article was anonymously received on the 14th February 
1995. It consisted of two photocopied A4 sheets, with handwritten text (capital 
letters only). The only clue to its origin was the Gatwick postmark, and I 
have not been able to track down the author. Well, Mr A.N. Other, if you are 

reading this, please get in touch. It is nice to know that Strange Daze is 

travelling so widely these days. 

Whitley Streiber has tried to get physical evidence of his abductions 
via T.V. studio camera equipment, video cameras, tripwires, motion sensered 
[sic] cameras, etc. On the Oprah Winfrey show, Dr John Mack's abductee clients 
have also tried to do the same thing without success. Japanese T.V. camera 
crews and others have tried to film the formation of crop circles, etc. 

Considering these cases, perhaps we should now try to create a cheap 

alrm system that works in reverse to conventional alarm systems whereby the 
alarm signal is permanently activated and only when the alarm signal fails 
to work is an outside source alerted to this failure. (This would be even 

better if used in conjunction with a video camera.) 

For example: The use of electronic tagging to detect or monitor the move¬ 
ments of alien abductees who are having repeated abduction experiences or 
who feel sure that there [sic] abductors are going to return. (This electronic 
tagging is used with wildlife to track their movements.) 

The abductee could fix an electronic tag to their body during the night e.g. 
11 pm - 6 am. A constant signal would be relayed back to an outside source 
or base (If this would prove difficult in built up areas, then perhaps the 
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signal could be relayed via an ariel [sic] as with short wave radio, CB radio). 
The constant signal relayed back to an outside source would be essential 
anticipating the failure of all electrical equipment during an abduction 
experience. When this failure is detected by the outside source/machine this 
would alert investigators to the reason for the failure. The abductee could 
be missing for a long time giving the investigator time to respond to the 

alarm call (telephone calls to the abductees house, house next door, etc). 

A video camera also installed would be useful in case all the electrics work 
during the experience. A problem would need to be solved though regarding 
the possibility of the aliens removing the electronic tag and leaving every¬ 
thing working normally (and erasing the video camera cartridge later - if 

one is installed). 

Some elderly persons living alone also have an alarm system in the form 
of a pendant or button worn around their neck which they activate if they 
are having a problem and this then alerts an outside helper etc. to their 
distress call. Perhaps this could be modified and used similarly to the 

electronic tagging. A signal back to a (computerised) machine - the alarm 
sounding when the constant signal fails or when the electronic tag/pendant 
starts to move over a long distance. 

(4 million Americans claim to have been abducted by aliens. Dr John Mack when 
interviewed on ITV's This Morning programme had around 700 people ringing 
on the show's telephone lines to tell of their own abduction stories.)

Robin Ramsay’s Conspiracies column takes an interesting look at 
Nexus magazine (some editions of which have been reviewed here in S.D.). P&D 
has an excellent review section, so check it out if you fancy subscribing 
to something UFO related - I wish I had the time to read and review so many 
publications! A four issue sub. costs £7.50 from Kevin McClure, 42 Victoria 
Road, Mount Charles, St Austell, Cornwall, PL25 4QD. 

Rating: 8/10. Should be bigger! Hope it grows. 

Unsolved UFO Sightings - Special Report No 6, Winter 1995. 

Oh dear, some of the articles roll back the years, back to the days of 
contactees and beautiful space people. Contains articles by Brad Steiger, 
Scott Corrales and Donald Ware among others. Contains articles on contactees, 
space beings, Nazi saucers, the Bermuda Triangle and the "Tesla Scope", a 
device for speaking with space beings. Includes a pull out Gulf Breeze poster, 
which must tell you something. Interesting that the U.K. editor is listed 
as being one Jenny Randles. 

Rating: An American classic. Not quite as bad as the front cover suggests. 

But almost. 

UFO Times No 32. 

This is BUFORA’s own magazine, and this issue has to be one of the most 
bizarre items I have read in a long time. Since Ken Phillips took over the 
Editor's chair, UFO Times has taken a slight change of direction, including 
material of a more conspiratorial nature which is no bad thing in my opinion, 
but naturally not liked by some of the readers. But Phillips is now bemoaning 
the state of BUFORA, and suggesting that someone within the Association is 
confiscating reports on the sly! Truly a "deplorable state of affairs"! 

If I felt as badly about NUFORI as Phillips obviously does about BUFORA, and 
as helpless, then I think I would resign as Editor, making my feelings clear, 
and leave the chair open for someone hopefully more positive. Well, that's 
enough preaching by me (for this paragraph at least). 

As for the contents of UFO Times, this issue is a mixed bag of goodies. 
It includes a list of armaments scientists who have died under mysterious 
circumstances (The Secret World Order, p.ll), An Audience with Alan Godfrey, 
accounts of UFO experiences, a piece on the Socorro mystery and mercifully, 
at long last, the final part of Colonel lorn Bearden's "The Final Secret of 
Free Energy". I am very glad that UFO Times lias chosen publish this work, 
but if only they hadn't spread it over 12 months. Personally, I think it is 









rubbish; but now that it has been published, other physicists can examine 
his ideas, which can only be a good thing. Considering that most of the reader- 
ship of UFO Times would be completely lost after the first paragraph of 
Bearden’s article, it may have been wiser to publish his "Final Secret” as 
a special supplement, complete, rather than breaking it up. This issue also 
includes some hard to read, reduced copies of some physics notes, under the 
heading of "Relativity (Brickstock Rotunda effect)". Why? And who is the author 
- Colonel Bearden? Very peculiar. 

Rating: ????? Increasingly bizarre. 

OMNI March 1995 . 

OMNI is a glossy American science and technology magazine, less technical 
than Scientific American and vaguely similar to the British newsstand magazine 
"Focus". Several issues ago OMNI decided to take a look in depth at UFOs, 
and launched "Project Open Book". While I was not particularly impressed with 
the articles, the response was, apparently, overwhelming; So, OMNI has expanded 
Project Open Book, and this last issue has the first of twelve installments 
of "The OMNI Open Book Field Investigator’s Guide", written by Dennis Stacy. 
It also includes an investigation into an alleged UFO crash at El Indio in 
1950, near the Mexican border. This is good, interesting work and I shall 
certainly be buying the next few issues for the field investigator's guide. 

Rating: Worth buying. Always contains some interesting bits and pieces, even 
if you don’t think the UFO articles are much good. 

FATE magazine. 

Has the occasional interesting article, but nothing you won't have seen 
in more depth and better written elsewhere. Not interesting enough to be worth 
buying on a regular basis.

STRANGE magazine, No 14. 

Essentially an American version of the British "Fortean Times". This 
magazine concentrates more on reports and theories regarding UFOs, bigfoot, 
etc, and less on the psychological, sociological and folkloric side of anomalous 
phenomena than Fortean Times. Not quite as good as F.T. in my opinion, but 
worth buying. This issue has articles on time travel, "Goatman", Irish sea 
serpents, crypozoology, UFOs, plenty of news and reviews. Good fun to read. 
£3.50 an issue, from selected stockists in the U.K. Twice yearly. 

Rating: What a strange world we live in.
